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.Notwithstanding we have an up- 
to date model town in some respects 
situated upon an elevated plateau 
sufficiently undulating to give it an 
admirable drainage, with well ar- 
ranged streets and sidewalks of 
concrete work, nice modern built 
residences on all the public streets, 
with beautiful yards of bluegrass 
( liistercd with flowers of every hue. 
.Notwithstanding we are free fiom 
the practice of immoral conduct of 
gaming and ilissipation that mars 
the peace of society, yet we greatly 
stand in need of some things. 
1 here is still a feature of rudeness 
manifested ia the disposition of 
some of our citizens to adhere to 
the usages and customs of the past. 
We find this to be cropping out 
in the conduct of some of those 
that have been entrusted to look 
alter the welfare and piogressiveness 
of our city. I nfortunately they 
lack nerve and moral courage to 
meet the demands of the times. 
I hctr tim idity renders them in- 
capable of meeting with the required 
demands that belong to progresaive 
civilization. There can be no 
greater annoyance and nuisance 
than a brigade of starved chickens 
to be prowling around over the 
streets and alleys of our town, in- 
vading the gardens and flower beds 
of homes and doing more harm 
than hogs or cows. We understand 
that four of our honorable council- 
men failed to have sutiicient nerve 
to pull a setting hen from her nest, 
and voted for the chickens to have 
full sway in their destructive effects 
and to continue a nuisance, to ag 
gravate the people who want to live 
in peace and refinement. The said 
parties seem to be reluctant to giv- 
ing their support to the improve- 
ment of the conditions of our town, 
or they seem to have a disposition 
to forage their own chickens on the 
premises and efiects of their neigh- 
bors, such conduct shows that they 
have a real old time back wood, 
symptoms rankling in their mortal 
makeup; but it is to be hoped that 
the scales of (lelusive rudepess 
may yet fall (rofp their eyes and 
they may be able to cod^fatar and 
to understand the presear'ipl^ and 
requirements o| oi^r tow% as do 
many of tho«e with wbofp they are 
associated and *'ho see in to bp in 
their advance wjtl) better fCguUlpi' 
ideaq ot op to-date custom and of 
a more refined system of proceedure 
ot living.

There seems 
to be about as much propriety and 
fairness in restricting chickens from 
running on the public throughfares 
as there ia In restricting cows and 
hogs from the same.

The dog crop of 
our town seems to be principally 
niade up of the sporting variety and 
ert: used by <;riiel sportsmen i:i un- 
mercifully slaughtering the race of 
hi'b White, whose families are 
clustered in the ficlils and f.>rcsts. 
We regard the partridge the most 
beautiful and innocent of the bird 
specie, but men and du^s have 
made sporting war upon ilob 
While's faaatty aatil hia race is fast 
becoming extinct, like the red men 
of the west. We have always ad- 
mired Bob While, and never kiHed 
oiii*. When we were young full 
many a tiiue while plowing, lone- 
some and aloae beneath the Maxing 
summer 's sky, we have heard with 
delight and pleasure the whistling 
notes and Masical call of Bob While, 
that was cheerful as he s it perched 
upon a fence or stump. Wo be- 
lieve that a world without birds 
would be i iiri>tit]ilcte and undesir- 
able. In fact, a note<l l-rench 
naturaUat haa s s c ca l l y declared that 
the earth woald ke uninhabitable, 
but for the birds, who daily destroy 
millions of wormi, insects, bogs, 
larva, in th- l.inil, on vc^ttatiot!, in 
the air, borers in wood, etc., and 
that if all bird life was swept away, 
that in less that a mnunth plagues 
worse than those of Lgypt would 
destroy all human and animal life. 
People who have emerged from be- 
neath the shadows of the world's 
rudeness and have come into the 
sunshine of refincmeDt and benev- 
olent intelligence ought to use their 
intluence in bringing abonta better 
state of affairs in our social and 
domestic procedure. There are 
many other things now being piac- 
ticed that are entirely out of date 
in perfecting. life and living. 

Now while there arc some things 
that we do not neeil, there are 
others that de do, and the most im- 
portant is, that we need a scAcr 
age system tor our town. We 
need two trunk line sewcTS running 
thro qur city east and we«t of Main 
Street, coraatcncing at tke southern 
limits, running down north to the 
big branch that empties into Caney 
(:reel(. this |a sa iawortance that 
Shoqld be looked after. .\n oppo- 
sition to tb|i improveinent ia<ght 
be waged wUh the wy that we have 
0'; means to do the work, but if men 
f.iti :!i aii t'l burrow money and !<■ 
au;. bomls to rt^n tbcif business it 
s lik'j "ur to vu could do the 
Same. \V hiic wc live, Ll iivc lu 
enjoy iki couforts of life, to breathe 
pure air and enjoy the fruits of onr 
liberty. Let the people and the gov- 
erning authorities of our town have 
business nerve to build up and im- 
prove It, make it wholesome and 
healthy; we shall live kmger aad 
feel better and shall iacreasa the 
population and the basiness of our 
town; let everbody op e a their eyes 
and look aboat nad urge the strike 
for the necessary MSproveaseat. 
.VII the money that we pay out we 
shall aot asiss whea ve are covered 
up with mother earth. Our liberal- 
ities and philanthropy will guild our 
history when we are dead, for their 

works da foUaw them.
